Four days ago, Russell 
Yancey of Allen didn’t have 
a job, but he had his wife and 
five children, and as they 
were celebrating Christmas, 
he was looking forward to a 
job interview the next day. 
That was Christmas Day. 
Within a 24-hour period, 
though he and his family lost 
all their possessions in a fire 
which completely destroyed 
their home, then he lost his 
wife and car in a traffic 
accident. 
Yancey still doesn’t have a 
job. 
The Yancey family have 
lived in Allen for app- 
proximately four years, and 
for the last three or four 
m onths the unem ployed 
bricklayer has been looking 
for a job. 
But Wednesday was going 
to be different because it was 
Christmas D ay-a day for 
c e l e b r a t i o n 
a n d 
thanksgiving. 
About 7 p.m. that night, 
though, the sights and smells 
of Christmas quickly turned 
to ashes as the family home 
caught on fire and they 
barely managed to get out of 
the six-room fram e house 
with their lives. 
The flames engulfed the 
house so quickly that by the 
time the Allen Volunteer 
Fire Dept, arrived, all they 
could do was contain the fire 
to the Yancey home. 
The 
Y anceys 
lost 
everything they had and the 
shock of that loss put their 
16-year-old 
son 
in 
the 
hospital. 
After 
watching 
firemen 
clean up the last rem inants 
of the fire and realizing that 
nothing 
rem ained, 
the 
Y anceys 
then 
w ent 
to 
Garland to stay with a sister 
until they could sort things 
out. 
Besides, Yancey had that 
job 
interview 
the 
next 
m orning 
in 
the 
Lake 
Tawakoni area and Sylvia, 
his wife, was going with him . 
Apparently 
the job 
in­ 
terview was unsuccessful, 
but that disappointment was 
soon to be overshadowed by 
what was to come. 
On the way back from 
Taw akoni, 
Yancey 
ap ­ 
parently lost control of his 
car and 
crashed 
into a 
bridge abutment. 
Sylvia was killed instantly 
and Yancey was sent to 
Garland Memorial Hospital. 
He arrived shortly after 
his son had been released 


and stayed overnight for 
observation before being 
released himself. 
“It’s bad enough to lose 
everything you have in a 
fire, but this other stuff just 
makes it too unbelievable for 
words,’’ commented Allen 
City Secretary Larry Moore, 
who also is a 
volunteer 
fireman. 
“ This fam ily has lost 
everything they have, in­ 
cluding a mother and their 
car. You just can’t m easure 
the tragedy pf all that.’’ 
Moore went on to say that 
the Allen Volunteer 
Fire 
Dept, had set up a special 
fund at the Allen State Bank 
and is also in the process of 
collecting whatever they can 
for the family. 
“You name it and they 
need it,’’ Moore explained. 
“They need clothes, food, 
eating 
utensils, 
furniture, 
bedding, and most of all, 
money. Whatever doesn’t fit 
them or is duplicated, we’re 
going to sell in a garage sale 
and turn the proceeds over to 
them ,” he added. 
While no definite date has 
been set for the garage sale, 
Moore anticipated that it 


would being next weekend. 
“ But in the meantime, we 
need whatever people are 
willing to give, so we can get 
these people back on their 
feet.” 
One specific item Moore 
suggested was a job for 
Yancey. 
“ He’s got four girls and a 
boy to support and no in­ 
surance of any kind. T hat’s a 
heck of a burden to place on 
a jobless m an.” 
Moore said that the family 
consists of the 16-year-old 
boy and four girls, ages 6, IO, 
13 and 15. 
“So far, we’ve gotten real 
good response from people 
who have heard about the 
tragedy, but a lot more is 
needed...more than we can 
raise here in Allen,” Moore 
said late Friday. 
He went on to ask that 
people wishing to m ake 
donations of any kind to call 
him at the Allen City Hall, 
727-3336, or at his home, 727- 
5430. He also suggested 
calling Ronnie Gentry, Allen 
VFD fire chief, at 727-3940.

What once was a nice home for Russell Yancey, his wife and five children is now nothing but 
an empty shell.

A 28-year-old Dallas man 
and his 21-year-old wife 
became Plano’s sixth and 
seventh traffic fatalities of 
the year when they were 
struck and killed by a car on 
Custer Rd., just south of 
Spring Creek Parkway about 
6 p.m. Friday night. 


Dead on arrival at Collin 
M em orial 
H ospital 
was

while his wife, Jackie Lynn, 
died approximately seven 
hours later at the hospital. 


According to a witness at 
the scene, 24-yearmld Leroy 
Bruce Welch of HOI Jan- 
wood in Plano, Hunter and 
his wife app aren tly had 
abandoned their car on the 
west side of Custer Rd. and 
were standing in the middle 
of the roadway, involved in 
an intense argum ent.

American consumers are

If there is doubt among 
economists about inflation 
being the c a u se of the 
recession, they should talk to 
American consumers. 
T he co n su m er is well 
aw are of 
the 
frightening 
increases in the “ essentials” 
of life — including food, 
utilities, tr a n s p o r t ion, and 
health services. These in­ 
creases have produced so 
sharp a decline in 
“ real 
incomes” that the consumer 
has little discretionary in­ 


come for autos, appliances, 
houses and other purchases.

What You May 
Not Know 
About 


Colds 


A cold is a catarrhal affection of 
the respiratory mucous membranes 
A cold is the m iseries, the blaths, 
and a plain ole "I just feel rotten 
state.” Used to be when a person was 
ill they were either puny, porely, 
or plumb down. A cold would fall in 
the puny class but it is the county's 
most expensive single illness. 
The fining of the nose is made up 
of a bunch of tiny finger-like pro­ 
jections called cilia. These cilia are 
covered with muscous and are in a 
continous waving motion towards the 
back of the nose. This muscous catches 
invading bacteria, dust and all sorts of 
junk. The cilia then propel this matter 
to the back of the nose where it is 
destroyed. 
When you have a cold the body re­ 
leases a substance called histamine 
and this histamine causes 
the blood 
v essels in the cilia to diliate and in­ 
creases the fluid or muscous discharge 
causing congestion. 
A good nose drop will give almost 
immediate temporary relief of this 
congestion. 
However, the indiscrim ­ 
inate use of nose drops or sprays over 
a period of time will damage the cilia 
and cause an irritation. One of the first 
things that the body does to overcome 
this irritation is secrete more fluid 
and if a person uses more nose drops 
an unhealthy cycle is formed. This is

embarrassed them, 33-14. 
They also will be thinking 
about a 17-0 whitewashing by 
the same Raiders earlier 
this year when they were 
having their problems and 
thoughts of the playoffs 
seemed 
like 
wishful 
thinking. 
The 
Raiders 
w ill 
be 
recalling the 1972 playoffs 
when the Steelers beat them, 
12-7, on a disputed call with 
only 
five 
seconds 
left. 
Oakland players refer to that 
game as the “ Franco Harris 
thing.” 
You remember that game, 
don’t you? Kenny Stabler 
had passed the Raiders to a 
7-6 lead with less than a 
minute to go when the 
Steelers came back on a 
deflected pass that Harris 
grabbed and ran in for the 
winning touchdown. To this 
day the Raiders maintain 
the ball bounced off Frenchy 
Fuqua 
before 
H arris 
grabbed it and as such 
should 
not 
have 
been 
allowed. They claim the offi­ 
cials blew the call and were 
equally guilty for not calling 
an obvious Oakland clip on 
the same play. 
The officials were divided 
on the play, some thinking 
the ball had caromed off 
Oakland 
defender 
Ja ck 
Tatum and others off Fuqua. 
Because of their indecision, 
Supervisor of Officials Mark 
Duncan was called in the 
press box and finally, with 
pandemonium on the field, 
Duncan allowed the TD to 
stand. 
Had the play not been 
allowed,

Raiders 
assuredly would have won 
the game and gone on to 
meet the eventual Super 
Bowl

was to the same Dolphins the 
Raiders lost last year in the 
title game but the Raiders 
made up for that defeat last 
Sunday with a “ miracle” 28- 
26 triumph over Miami to 
win their spot this Sunday 
against the Steelers. 
Because of greater fire 
power —Stabler’s passing 
ability that accounted for 26 
touchdowns 
during 
the 
regular 
season 
and 
four 
more last week against 
Miam i—the Raiders are six- 
point favorites over the Stee­ 
lers, who won their way into 
the title game by a 32-14 
thrashing 
of 
the 
Buffalo 
Bills— a game in which 
Bradshaw had his finest day 
of the year. 
When the Raiders and 
Steelers met earlier this 
year, Harris, who eventually 
finished the 
season 
with 
more 
than 
1,000 
yards 
rushing, was hurt on the first 
play of the 
game 
and 
Bradshaw was on the bench 
until the final minutes. After 
Harris and Bradshaw put 
things together, the Steelers 
began to roll. 
They finished the yea * as 
the AFC’s best defensive 
team— their real strength— 


while the Raiders wound up 
as the AFC’s top offensive 
club. Obviously, something 
has to give Sunday. 
The home field is regarded 
as an advantage for the 
Raiders; at least that’s the 
way some of the Steelers see 
it.

them,” says running back 


Rocky Bleier. “ Then there’s 
the grass field which gives
